of Europe, to say anything about them. Piofes- 
s„r Pollen, in his essay on “ The Cause of Free- 
, 1 ,,,„ i„ Country,” says, “ Woman, though 
fully possessed of that rational and moral nature 
whirl, is the foundation <>f all rights, enjoys 
amongst us fewer legal rights than under the 
civil law of continental Europe.” I shall confine 
myself to the laws of our own country. These 
laws hear with peculiar rigor on married women. 
Blacksti.ne, in the chapter entitled “Of husband 
and wife,” says:— 

“ By marriage, the husband and wife arc one 
person in law ; that is, the very being, or legal ex¬ 
istence of the woman is suspended during the 
marriage, or at least is incorporated and consoli¬ 
dated into that of the husband under whose vying, 
protection and cover she per fur ills everything.” 

“ F«r this reason, a man ’cannot grant anything 
to his wife, or enter into covenant-with her ; for 
the grant would he to suppose bet separate ex¬ 
istence, ami to covenant with her would he to 
covenant with himself: and therefore it is also 
generally true, that all compacts made between 
husband and wife when single, are voided by 
the intermarriage. A woman indeed may be at¬ 
torney lor her husband, hut that implies no sepa¬ 
ration from, hut,is rather a representation of, her 

Here now, the very being of a woman, like 
that of a slave, is absorbed in Iter master. All 
contracts made with her, like those made with 
slaves by their owners, are a mere miliity. Our 
kind defenders have legislated away almost all 
our legal rights, and in the true spirit of .such in¬ 
justice and oppression, have kept us in ignorance 
of those very hi vis by which we are governed. 
They have persuaded us, that we have no right 
to Investigate the laws, and that, if we did, we 
could not comprehend them ; they alone, are 
capable of understanding the mysteries of Bluck- 
Btone, Sir.. But they are not back ward to make- 
us feel die practical operation of their power over 
our actiops. 

“ The husband is hound to provide his wife 
with necessaries by law, ns much as himself; ami 
if she contracts debts lor them, he is obliged # 
pay for them, hut for anything besides necessaries 
lie is not chargeable.” 

Yet a man may spend the property he hits nc- 
rpiired by marriage at the ale-house, the gam¬ 
bling tuhle, or in any other way that he. pleases. 
Many instances of this kind have come to my 
knowledge ; atitl women who have brought their 
husbands handsome fortunes, have been, left, in 
consequence of the wasteful and dissolute habits

This law that “a wife can firing no action,” 
&c., is similar to the law respecting slaves. “ A 
dave cannot bring a suit against bis master, or 
anv other |>eisun, f'orvin injury—his muster must 
ring it.” So if' any damages are recovered for * 
an injury committed on a wife, the husband 
pockets It; in the case of the slave the master does 
die same.

And if a righteous system of civil .government isa 
divine ordinance, as the apostle expressly affirms, 
then the lives sacrificed in properly maintaining 
it, must of consequence be perfectly obvious ex¬ 
ceptions to the precept, “ Thou shall not kill.”
